Admired by the entire nation, 
the beloved little correspondent 
will long be remembered for his 
plain but human manner of re- 
lating stories from the battle- 
fronts where he followed our 
fighting men into battle, chanc- 
ing death many times. 

He ‘has described the heroism 
and sacrifices of our troops to 
the American people in a way 
no other writer could convey. 
Ernie Pyle was truly a great cor- 
respondent, not only for these 
times, but for his “down-to-earth” 
human interest items of pre-war 


days. He was an American among
